One of Mr. Muofio's ideas lor rogonoraline, 
tho colony, morally and materially, is the 
omigratiou frjui England of livo hundred 
young women of good ehuractor. These are 
to be sunt out iu batolieB of fifty uvory month, 
until tho uuinbor is exhausted. Tho reverend 
gentleman ulludos to tho ouo hundred and 
twenty females who came out in the Tyno- 
uioulh und Robert Lowu us a very budly 
managed undertaking from beginning to end ; 
but bad us it w as those of the emigrants who 
were steady and industrious mioccodod, he 
says, in obtaining gocd situations or got com- 
fortably married. Wo aro afraid Mr. ulaclie 
has taken a too sanguine viow of female emi- 
gration, To bring five hundred unmarried 
women to this colony within tho space of ten 
mouths would bo to inllict a very serious 
evil un iho females und u very useless cost ou 
those who would defray tho oxpouBO. The 
least injurious result that could happen from 
suob u wholesale immigration would be a 
wliolesule dujiortution to California, where 
the iemule labor market is not so oonlined. 
Under present circumstances, wc could not 
give employment to one-lourth the number 
the reverend gentleman suggostu. No colony, 
we aro well awaro, eun hope (or much sta- 
bility in its population if tho femalo element 
is disproportionately scarce; but above ull 
the melancholy sights in a new country is a 
number of indigent women who cannot ob- 
obtaiu employment. It is, however, not 
very likely that wo shall run the risk ol suoh 
an inundation as Mr. Maclio speaks of. 
Whou tho colonies are united an immigra- 
tion scheme will no doubt be dovisod that 
will meet the requirements of all classes. 
In tho meantime we shall havo to " labor 
and to wait." 

While, however, objecting to many ol Mr. 
MaoDo's ideas on immigration wo cannot but 
confess that tho colony is much indohted to 
the reverend gentleman for his advocacy in 
England of an emigration scheme ; and for 
the manner iu which he has exposed the 
mischievous effects on young countries of 
the suln-supportiug fiat of the (Jolouial Office. 
It is shown at considerable length how much 
the Foderul authorities in America expend 
in opening up communication with tho uewly 
formed and distant territories, and in other- 
wise assisting the younger and raoro helpless 
branches of the republic, while tho British 
oolouy is left to strugglo on beneath a heuvy 
burden of local taxation, and in almost a total 
isolation from tbo rest of tho world. Theie 
is ono fallacy, however, in Mr. Maclio's way 
of putting it that takes away from the 
strength of his argument. He places the 
younger class oi British colonies on tho same 
footing with tho Imperial Government as "the 
territories ol the United States are with the 
Federal authorities, overlooking the fact that 
tho colonies ma!ie their own system of tuxa 
tion, define its amount, anil pay nothing to 
wards the national exehoquer for defeuco ; 
while tho territories, besides their local tux 
ation, have to contribute their quota to the 
federal Government in cuslorna duties, and, 
as occasions arise, in special war taxes, thus 
giving thorn every legitimate claim upon the 
national authorities. Our demand for assist' 
unco upon tho English Government cannot 
theroloro in any sense of the word bo called a 
right ; it is simply u reciprocal arrangement 
and any argument on the question should have 
tukeu the very high ground with tho Homo 
Government of pounds, shillings ami peueo. 
It should have beou shown that Imperial as- 
sistance iu tho way of mail communication 
or ol emigration would bo money woli in- 
vested — und that anything that promoted the 
wclfuro of tho culony would croato an addu 
tional demand lor iho manufactures and the 
ships of England. Mr. Muclie bus to some 
extent done this — lie has given tho amount 
of exports from England to her colonic:; in 
oontraJistinction to hor foreign trade, and 
shown how much more important is the 
colonial connootion than tho commercial run 
lations with foreign countries , but ho has 
scarcely gone the length which tho occasion 
warranted. On the whole, however, his ef~ 
torts in thi.s respect will do good, and we cun 
well excuse irrelevant or even questionable 
mattor il anything which Mr. Mncfie bus 
written will tend to make the Home Govern 
merit less callous to our wants. If wo are 
drawn any nearer dircot bteam communica- 
tion with tho mother country — or if our pre- 
vious insignificance in tbo eyes ol the British 
people as well oa tbo liritish Government has 
been rendered less marked, Mr. Maclie will 
havo earned, will) all tbo imperleotious of 
his book, a debt of gratitude from thoee two 
colonies.

Carfrae v. Green.— This was an action to 
recover from the defendant tho sum of ? 150 
damages alleged to have been sustuinod by 
tho plaintiff from injuries received through 
ihe carelessness and negligence ol the de- 
fendant or his servant, in having driven his 
carriage over and against the plaintiff 

Mr. Bishop appeared for the plaint id, and 
Mr. Green for the defendant. 

The plaintiff was examined and three other 
witnesses, who testified to tho circumstances 
of tho accident and the injuries inflicted. The 
defendant and three oilier witnesses gave evi- 
dence and showed that tho accident occurred 
in VYaddington Alloy, which although tho 
highway to Esquimau road, is a narrow 
thoroughfare and waa partially blocked up at 
the lime by a water cart, between which and 
tho defendant's carriage tho plaintiff at- 
tempted to pass, instead of keeping on ihe 
proper side, and owing to which circumstance 
the accident happened. 

His Honor rendered an elaborate judgment. 
Tho suit was brought to recover a sum ol 
monoy for injuries sustained through tho al- 
leged careless and unskilful driving of the 
defendant and his servants. What consti- 
tuted negligence or unskilfulness wns not 
determined by any fixed rulo, but was lelt to 
llio court to determine. There was some 
conflict in tho evidence adduced, nnd the 
great point was, where was tho wator cart at 
the time ol ihe aooidcutl The plaintid'a 
witnesses averred that thore waa sufficient 
space between tho vehicles to have enabled 
defendant to pull out of the way, but ho did 
not, and so tho accident happened, 'llio 
witnesses on tbo Other side, who were fully 
capable of judging, Axed the water cart exactly 
In tho poaition whore the accident happened, 
and owing to its close proximity ihe plaintiff 
in attempting to pass botwoeu mot with tho 
aeoident. He lelt bound to Buy so far that 
ao could not impugn the voracity uf these 
gentlemen, and tho balance of testimony waa 
therefore in favor ol tho defendant on that 
point. That being tho ease, tho question 
was, did it praseut a case of negligence? It 
had been shown that it waa a privato road, 
and although a water oart might piupcrly be 
there, thero waa DO evidunco to abow (hat it 
was the proper thoroughfare for omnibussca. 
Tboru waa another public thoroughfare, al- 
though this might bo the shorter way. Tho 
nature of tho passage, however, its narrow 
nosH, tbo slippery boards and tho difficulty of 
managing horses in largo Vohicles, rendered 
not leas but mora than ordinary care nnoessary

Sir, — Allow as to send you u short account 
of our trip to Queen Charlotte Island, which 
you will favor us exceedingly by publishing 
in your widely circulating journal, for tho 
benefit of cur friends and thuso interosto-1 in 
this expedition, as well as to thank the gcu- 
tloman who superintended the arrangements 
iu lining out tbo expedition. 

After leaving Victoria on the 7lb, wo ar- 
rived ut Now Westminster in 30 hours, ai d 
being detained by tho Custom authorities for 
a much shorter time than wo anticipated, 
wore onab'od to leave again by 4 p.m. on 
the 9th fur this place. The early part of the 
voyage wo had a continuation ol light winds 
wilh thick fogs and culms, and day after day 
wo made but small prograaa.

I havo on previous occasions 'pointed 
out thut the oilieial returns ignore British 
Columbia or place it in a blank where its 
gold is conspicuous by its absence. During 
the Inst weelt a letter lias been printed in 
the Titnes from Nova Scotia in which the 
sumo lays is pointed out with regard to 
I heir gold exports. In tho cauo of X )vu 
Scotia the matter is of small amount, hut 
in the easo of British Columbia it is much 
more serious, and I would strongly urge 
that steps should bo taken whereby n true 
record .should be made of the quantity of 
precious metal produced and exported. 
Surely the bunks might make a semi- 
official return, which can be used by the 
govern nent authorities. The case is so 
well stated in tho letter to which I have 
alluded that I enclose it to you. 

IMPORTS OK OOLO AND S1LVEU TO ISNGI.AND. 

I also send you the official statement 
just published of tho imports of tho pre- 
cious metals. Jt will be observed thut 
quantity of silver scut through Egypt is 
very large, and a note explains that it is 
for India and China. If the account 
cannot show the produce of gold in Brit- 
ish Columbia, it ought, at least, to slate 
that it is includod in the figures given for 
tho United States. I urge this mutter iu 
detail because I feel sure that it would be 
an advantage for British Colombia if thu 
gold export from her ports were fairly 
atatetl ill official returns. 

ANOI IIEIl ATLANTIC TLLEUrtArn. 

It is evident that .John Bull and Jona- 
than arc determined to havo close talk, 
and not to depend on peppery despatches 
or sensation leaders in tho Herald and 
tho Times. Xo doubt your rentiers are 
aware of what is doing in your latitudes. 
In tho Times of yesterday it is reported 
that over 400 miles of the Russian- 
American telegraph have been completed 
on the 1'acific coast of British America. 
Tho work is progressing rapidly, and bids 
fair to bo completed before a cable can bo 
laid across tho Atlantic. There uro many 
telegraphic enterprises on tho tapis in 
America. Besides a proposed line con- 
necting South America, Cuba, and Torto 
Rico with Florida, and another between 
Culm and Veri Cruz, an American com- 
pany has procured from Maximilian the 
exclusive right to construct various lines 
in Mexico. They are to have 15 years' 
mrnopoly of tho business, provided they 
construct 125 miles in eight months. 

This week the announcement of a new 
routo is at length publicly brought for- 
ward. '1 be routo selected is by Fal- 
mouth, Oporto, the A/.ores, and Halifax. 
Application is now made for so much of 
the capital (£150,000) as will complete 
the line from Falmouth to Oporto, a 
distance of 000 miles, and iu itself a line 
of telegraphic communication which is 
much needed, and will doubtless be re- 
munerative. The cable selected is that 
of Mr. Thomas Allan ; iu fact, as tho 
name indicates, tho company has been 
organised upon tho basis of selecting 
Allan's system. First cf all, the new 
cable is only 5 in. diameter, while tbat of 
the Atlantic is 1 l-10th in. Tbo prin- 
ciple, moreover, of its c nstruction is 
entirely different from tlmse hitherto 
used. Allan, instead of placing steel 
wires in tho oircumferonce, thus leading 
to the possibility of accidents with bits of 
broken wire, such as we read of in Dr.
